the Lord, ſpake often one unto another, ((ecthe ifſue of 
all,) and the Lord harkened and heard, and 4 booke 
of remembrance was written before him for them that 
feared the Lord, and thought upon bis Name. SO,Zach, 
8.21. there they did fo 4 And the Inbabitants of the 
Crtie oe one to another, ſaying, Let ws goe ſpee- 
dily SOS before the Lord, jos ſeeke ek of 
boaits, 1 will goe alſo. Let us therefare,as the Apoſtle 
exhons, feb, 10.24. conſider one another to provoke 
owr ſelves to this good worke of taſting and prayer 
forthe Church, let us marke who is a likely man 
to joyne with us,and not let him paſſe.

delivered the citic by his wiledome ; hee was 
poore and deſpiſed, yer it was heethar delivered 
ir, Others may ſceme to doe much, and ſtand 
vaunting on the hatches, but ir is the Sainrs thar 
doe it.. If there be any conſideration of Chrilt in 
you, if any love, any grace, any well-wiſhing to 
the Church, pray for it : this is that-F feare, you 
will purpole to be it, but will deferre it ; bur, be- 
loved, the doing onely God regards. Wee, when 
wereadc how much Atexander, Ceſar, andthe like, 
did, we admire them ; why wemay doe more by 
our praycrs, performed in a right manner : if you 
docit, either the Church ſhall bee delivered; and 
you ſhall have co-nfort ; or elſe you ſhall' ſave 
your @wne ſoules. Without you thus pray, you 
are guiltie of: the Churches deſtruction : The 
horſemen, if they ſtand ſtill, alchough chey fight 
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not againſt their owne armic, yer are guiltie of 
thcir deſtruction,becauſe they ſhould have foughr 
for them. The Prztor, if heelertthe encmics in 
the gate, hee is the deſtroyer of the Citic, be- 
cauſe he ſhould have kept them our: fo the Saints, 
which ſhonld ſtand in the breach, if rhey pray 
not, they deſtroy the land : So God faics, Ezek. 
22.30,31. And1 ſought for 4 man among them, that 
thould make up the hedge, and ſtand in p £-1p before 
me for the land, that I ſhould not defiroy it - out 1 
found none : therefore have 1 powred out againe in1ig- 
nation upon them, 1 have conſumed them with the fire 
of my wrath : their owne way have I recompenced upon 
their beads, ſaith the Lord God, Becaulc hee could 
net find a mantoſtand in the gap, therefore” h&e 
powred forth his indignation on the land. Their 
not praying deſtroyes the land: The Saints and 
holy Pr are the Chariots and horſe-men of 
Iſraell ; if chenthey ſtand ſtill, they doe whatin 
them liestodeſtroythe whole Natioa : they are 
not onely the Chariots, but the horſemen allo , 
they are the whole defence of Ifracll; and there- 
fore if artheſetimes they beidle, they arcguiltic 
of the deſtruction of the whole Church. Hence 
Salomon (aid, An idle man is brother to him that is 
a great waſter. Asa Pilot, who for want of atten- 
tion ſuffers a Ship to bee overthrowne, or ſplit a- 
gainſtthe rockes, is guiltic of the loſle thereof 
So the Prophet Samwel, notwithſtanding the peo- 
ple had ſinned a great finne in forſaking God to 
be their King, faith, 1 S4w.12.23. God forbid that 7 
0 ſhould 
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ſhould finne againit the Lord in ceaſing to pray foi 
50u : andtherefore it is a great finne not topray 
for Gods Church. The Jewes inthe captivitic 
were commanded to pray tor the peace of Naby- 
chadnezzar, who was an heathen Prince ; how 
much more then ought wee to pray for Chriſtizn 
Princes? Andſurely, if God ſhouldrake away 
from youthis Prince, and give you ſuch an onc 
as Qneene Mary, you would then know what it is 
to enjoy ſucha Prince, as now by Gods mercic 
we doe. Therefore ſtirre up your {elvestothedu- 
tic by faſting and praying, much may you doz 
this way. E#er delivered all the Jewes by this 
meanes : it was not Eﬀers word that did it ; for 
what madethe King not to fleeperhar night? how 
came he to call for the booke of the Chronicle 2 
how light hee on that place of Mordecay ? They 
had firſt turned God by faſting and prayer, and 
then heethus p the King for Eſter to ſpeak. 
Thus then, and by theſe meanes we may releeve 
the Church in diſtreſſe : And thereforeft we be 
true living members, lerus manifeſt our endevour 
ro releeve them by theſe meanes.. And thus much 
f5rthe fignes of men which are ſtarke dead. 

Now follow ſignes of diſtinction betweenc 
fuch as ſeeme to live, and ſuchas live indeed: and 
theſe may bee reſembled to ſuch ſpirits asaſ- 
ſume bodies ro themſelves, and ſeeme to in- 
forme them ; and they are chiefly all Civill 
men.

and how all his health, profperity,and friends did 
returne unto him,in ſo much as he was inall thi 
as before, yea and beyond it. Soia the fourth of 
Daniel 26. who would have thought it hav for yuchedner; 
Nebuchadnezzar evertohave beene reſtored, that x, 
had loſt his kingdome and wirsroo, which is the 
encly meanesto bring a man in againe ; yea, hee 
hadfoft all his beauty, for hee wasa bcalt of the 
field, yerthe Lord madea change with him: now 
a man would wonder how this ſhould be broughe 
to paſſe that hee ſhould have his kingdome a- 
gxinetfind be made knowne to his Nobles ; why 
the Texr ſaith, He looked wp to heaven, verſe 24. and 
then his Nobles and Princes foughtunto him: for 


the diſpoſition of all people is ro have the right 


heireto rule the kingdome ; and thereforc he had 
as mach glory and honour as ever before. The

And therefore let 
us never give over our hopes, and deſpaire nor, for 
becauſe the Lord is ever ready to ſhew mercy, for 
mercy pleaſcth him: A man when he corrects Kis 
childe, he doth it unwillingly ; but when hee is fit 
formercy, hee.is glad to that: why ſoit is 
with the Lord, heebcing willing to doe it, and ex. 
ceeding able, for hee is a Phyfician thatis able co 
heale the moſt dangerous dileales, and ſhall wee 
then doubt of the accompliſhment ? Ir is acom- 
mon faultamongſt us to meaſure the Lordaccor- 
ding to eur ſelves;and ſo when we fee man cannot 
helpeus, wethinke that God cannot z buthethat 
can rurne Winter into.a Summer, can ſpeedil 

turne our eſtates when wearefit forit: As a Phyf1- 
cian that adminiſters hard potionsto his Payent,jr 
is not becauſe he cannot or will not give him plez- 
{antthi bur it is becauſe his Parient is not fit 
forit ; foras ſoone as hee is fit for Cordials, hee 
moſt willingly gives them unto him : And as the 
Husbandman, hee is willing enough to ſowe hig 
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ſeed inthe carth, and would bee glad if the time 
were come ; I bur hee knoweth it he ſowe it on 
the wilde waſte ground itwould be loſt,and ther- 
fore heplowes it fu(t, and againe too, yea thrice if 
it be needfull, andthen having well fittedir, hee 
{owes his ſeed ; Evenſoit is with the Lord, hee 
firſt plowes the ground, he NA deepe into the 
hearts of men if itbe needfull to to doe, bur ifa 
little plowing will ſerve, he never takes a deeper ; 
and if one will ſerve, henever gives a ſecond ; 
an] therefore when weare fit to reccivethe ſeed, 
mercy ſhall come in amaine amongſt us, cven as 
that which goes with wind and tide ; yea, itfhall 
come as faſt as our miſery did, which though ir 
comes headlong uponus as it didupon Nebwchad- 
#ezzar, yet how quickly did the Lord deliver hina 
againe * and fo ſhall it, bee with us, becauſe the 
Lord is delighted with mercy, thereforethe Lord 
doth uſually helpe in extrenuties,and not bctore; 
for inthe-Mownt will the Lordbe ſcene.

to flye, as his mother counſclled himtodoe, in his 
neceſſity became acquainted with the Lord, 4d 
knew him better than ever otherwiſe hee ſhould 
have knowne him ; yea, he knew himſelfe better 
roo, and therefore vowed to give the Lord the 
tenth of al} that he had, and that the Lord ſhould 
be his God forever if hee would give him food 
and Clothing, of which hee fele the want at that 
time ; and this brought his heart to the Lord : 
So likewiſe wheri Eſa» came againſt him at his re- 
turning home againe ; if iratthe firſt it had beene 
told zacob that tus brother had beene friends with 
him, hee had never wreſtled withthe Lordas hee 
did ; and ſo ſhould he have miſled of that great 
bleſſing which he received in being called 1ſraetl. 
And therefore we ſc the Lord by this doth draw 
many great fruits from them, of which other- 
wiſerhe Lord ſhould loſethe glory, and wee the 
benefit, if it were not {0 with us. So likewiſethe 
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Angell was ſcntto Dame! whenhebegan to, pray ;

yeare of his reigne: Whence this is to be abſer- 
ved, that though he had forſaken the Lord, who 
therefore had reſolved to bring judgement upon 
him, yet he gives himewo yeares liberty to ſee it 
hewould returne. So when Nebuchadnezzar was 
like a flouriſhing tree, when he had dreamed his 
dreame, and thar made knowne unto him, that he 
ſhould be cut downeto the very root, like the lilly 
in winter, nothing ſhould be left but the _ 
yet you ſhall finde it twelve moneths atrer betore 
the Lord ſtrucke him.
